canal project is carried through at all it will 
only ‘be by the consent of the British corpo- 
ration. The part of the concession which re- 
lates to the navigation of the waters of the 
Silico Lagoon is not of so much importance 
to this country as that which concerns the 
San Juan River. The contract which gives 
the British company ‘control of that water- 
course contains the following significant 
paragraph: “The company binds itseif, as 
far as possible, to undertake works of im- 
provement on the San Juan River along its 
whole course, with the object of securing un- 
interrupted traffic during the whole year. 
if the works to be undertaken for that pur- 
pose are of such an extent as to call fora 
very large outlay the government may inake 
new concessions to the company in view of 
the surveys anda previous estimates pre- 
sented by them, and on condition that the 
improvements of the river secure six 
feet of water in its, shallowest 
and also on the bar, to secure 
access to steamers of high tonnage and deep 
draft.” This paragraph of the concessions, 
it is said, virtually grants to the AUlas com- 
pany the right to build the Nicaragua Canal 
so far as the San Juan River is concerned, 
and cuts the ground from under the feet of 
the Americans who have spent so much time 
and money.. In view of the foregoing, it Is 
asserted by the department officials, who 
are studying the matter, that President Ze- 
layas’ statement that the Atlas concession 
does not interfere with the canal project is 
absurd on its face, for it is folly to main- 
tain that both companies can perform 
identically the work and at the same time 
without conflict. Inspection of the conces- 
sions shows that the Atlas company is given 
exclusive rights to construct railroads and 
tramways along the San Juan route and 
eiso has the exclusive right for thirty years 
to navigate the Silico Lagoon. In addition to 
this, the Atlas Steamship company is em- 
powered to sell or transfer its concession 
to any local or foreign corporation, thus em- 
broilihg the canal company at any time with 
any European country which may seek the 
right to mterfere.

oment that the liner’s nose 
tened out on its westward course 
green water in fifty-foot waves began to 
bombard the port side. The big vessel stag- 
gered on into the tumult until Friday morn- 
ing. 

While the gale was at its height five sea- 
men were ordered on the hurricane deck to 
lash the heavy iron screens, which were 
in momentary danger of being swept away. 
Off on. the port quarter a big comber came 
hurrying on, propelled by hundreds of tons 
of green water and a seventy-mile gale of 
wind. 

The seamen heard and saw it In time to 
grasp the rails with both arms and hang 
The wave rose high over 
the Teutonic’s bows and came scurrying 
down the promenade like the waters in,a 
milirace. It caught up the five sailors and 
tore them from the rail like so many files, 
then receding dashed them into the scup- 
pers, where they lay moaning helplessly. 

The men had been carried half the length 
of the ship aft and back again. When the 
relief rescued the injured sailors, John 
Broneil was found to have sustained a 
fracture of the right leg and a severe con- 
tusion of the scalp. James Holmes was un- 
conscious and had a sprained baek. The 
other three were bleeding from cuts on the 
heads and limbs and Were in such a condi- 
tion that they had to go to the ship’s hos- 
pital.

The sum of $5,582 and five $1,000 bonds of 
the Consumers’ Gas company of Chicago 
were stolen from the 
American Express 
company this morn- 
ing. An afternoon 
paper reported it asa 
$1,000,000 robbery. 
Clark Braden Jr., a clerk in the employ of 
the express company, is accused of the 
theft. 

The bonds are numbered respectively 1,603, 
1,827, 2,859, 4,000, and 4,191. They are re- 
deemable in 1896 and bear interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent per annum. 

The bonds and money were stolen from a 
branch office of the company at Forty-sev- 
enth street and Madison avenue. The theft 
was first discovered when a messenger went 
from the Grand Central station to the office 
this morning to get the packages, which 
were to go out on an early train. He found 
the doors standing wide open. Noone was in 
the place. The messenger investigated and 
found that the doors of the safe were also 
open. 

General Manager Juller also thinks that 
securities valued at $1,500 were taken. The 
elerk had been in the employ of the company 
for several years. So efficient was his work 
and so trustworthy was he considered that 
the officers of the company sent him up to 
the branch office on Madison avenue to take 
charge as night clerk three days ago be- 
cause the regular night clerk was sick. Both 
the police and private detective agencies 
have been notified of the theft, but as yet 
no clew to the whereabouts of the missing 
clerk has been obtained. 

In examining the office after Braden’s dis- 
appearance the officers of the company 
found $43,000 in bonds and cash, which had 
evidently been oyerlooked by the abscond..

Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee to Visit Chicago. 


TO BE IN TOWN MONDAY. 


But a Ruction Arises That May 


Check Its Plans. 


MIDNIGHT CAUCUS PROTESTS 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, Ul., Jan. 6. 

Gov. Tanner’s friends, Senators Berry and 
Crawford, forced a resolution through the 
caucus of the Republican Senators this 
morning tO send a committee to Chicago on 
Monday next to investigate Mayor Harri- 
son’s police force. Later in the day all 
sorts of rows arose over the matter and it 
is not absolutely certain that the committee 
will go to Chicago after all, in spite of the 
caucus action. 

Sixteen Republican Senators served notice 
at midnight on Senator Berry that he must 
not proceed with the investigation without 
resubmitting the matter to a second caucus 
of the Republican. Senators. This de- 
cision was'reached after a four hours’ 
conference. These angry sixteen include, 
among others, Bogardus, Netterstrom, 
Sparks, Templeton, Fisher, Fort, Sulll- 
van, McCloud, and “Morrison. Senator 
Berry does not seem to fear that ‘their oppo- 
sition will avail much. He thinks they will 
come into line. 

The move is confessedly in aid of the 
Metropolitan police bill and the committee 
is expected to pick up and bring back a lot 
of information of more or less authenticity 
which can be used as argument in favor of 
the passage of that measure.

ONLY HOPE THAT IS LEFT FOR SPAIN 
' EN CURA,

Sagasta Ministry Now Considering a 
Formal Request to the United States 
to Use Its Good Offices to End the 
Fighting—Cubans Will Insist Upon 
Formal Recognition Before They 
Will Treat with American Con- 
missioners. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 6. 

Spain is considering a formal request to 
the United ‘States to use its good offices to 
stop the fighting in Cuba. 

Intimations ,=have been received at the 
State department that the Sagasta govern- 
ment had become convinced that the only 
way to save Cuba was to accept the often 
proffered good offices of the United States, 

Canovas repeatedly replied to President 
Cleveland declining these good offices, and 
Sagasta did the same last November. Now 
the Frime Minister has become completely 
disheartened over the. evident failure of 
antonomy. 

All efforts of Spain to bribe the subord- 
inates of Gomez to surrender on the basis 
of home rule have proven futile. Thestiirdy 
old insurgent General has followed sternly 
the orders of his Congress to reject all over~’ 
tures on this basis. Blanco has completely 
failed in his efforts to open up communica- 
tion with the insurgents, and Pando has 
likewise been defeated in the field. The 
Spanish Minister now feels that the only 
thing left is to accept the good offices of 
Uncle Sam in spite of the humiliation in- 
volved. They hesitate only because_ they 
feel that a public announcement of this fact 
would result in a revolution ‘in Spaim 


Secret Negotiations in Progress. 
They know that a mission from the United 


States to the insurgents woulc receive re- 
spectful consideration. . Secret newyotiatidns 
with the State department in this direction 
are now actually in progress. The Spanish 
government has lost the confidence of the 
loyalists in Cuba, and it recognizes the fact 
that the island itself is lost unless this coun- 
try will at this late day negotiate with the 
insurgents for some basis of peuce. 

The Spanish propose that the United States 
should propose to the insurgents an actual 
armistice pending negotiations for peace on 
the basis of American guarantees of the in- 
tegrity of home rule, or even of independence 
on a money consideration. 

While no such formal proposition has been 
made by ‘Minister de Lome, the State de- 
partment has been given to understand that 
only the fear of revolution in Spain stands 
in the way now of accepting the friendly 
offices of the United States, which have 
been rejected so often. It even has been 
intimated that if this country sees fit on its

The situation 
is critical in Cuba, and the frequent visits of 
the Spanish Minister to the State department 
are a sufficient indication that the Spanish 
empire in Cuba is almost at an end. 

Officials here are inclined to the belief that 
the public announcement of the acceptance 
of this country as a mediator will result in in- 
atant revolution in Spain, but they admit it is 
the last hope, and is being seriously con- 
sidered.

History of the Legal Fight. ‘ 
Durrant’s trial for murder began in the 
Superior Court before Judge Murphy on 
July 22, 1895, end lasted more than three 
months. THe was found guilty of murder in 
the first degree on Nov. 1. An appeal was 
taken to the State Supreme Court. Exactly 
two years from the date of his arrest: the 
appeal was denied. Then an appeal was 
made to Governor Budd to secure a commu- 
tation of sentence, but after a careful study 
of the case the Governor refured to interfere, 
On April 10, 1897, Durrant was sentenced to 
be hanged on June 11, and was taken to 
San Quentin. The murderer's attorneys 
then began habeas corpus proceedings in 
the United States courts, and were beaten 
at every turn. They appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court, and on Nov. 8 appeal 
was denied. On Nov. 10 Judge Bahrs re- 
sentenced Durrant to the gallows, giving 


him but forty-eight hours to prepare for 


death. The Btate mearome Seart granted 
stay of execution, as Durrant should have 
been given, more time from the time of sen- 
tence td prepare for his doom. Durrant was

Story of a Grudge. 


It is known that as long ago as Sept. 28 
there was a desperate fight in Martin Dona- 
hue’s saloon, Wells and Indiana streets, be- 
tween Murphy and “ Jim "’ Kehoe, the latter 
from South Chicago. There are two versions 
of that earlier affair, but after it happened 
Murphy took oath to kill Martin Donahue. 
One story has it that Murphy and his friends 
picked a quarrel with Kehoe, and beat him 
with revolvers and bottles until Donahue in- 
terfered and forced Murphy to stop the un- 
equal fight. The other story is that it was 
a fair fight between the two men, and that 
Kehoe won. Although both were badly 
bruised Murphy had the worst of it, and he 
never forgave Donahue for allowing him to 
be whipped and laughing at him about it 
after it was all over. 

However that may have been, the friend- 
ship that had existed between the two men 
for sevéral years ceased, Martin Donahue 
had known the “ Kid " while keeping bar for 
his brother, William Donahue, and after he 


started a saloon of his own had known him 


as a frequent customer. 
He never taken any hand in the crim- 

inal enterprises of his friends, but some of 

them were no doubt plotted before his bar. 


The men were intimates, and by the measure 


of their intimacy their bitterness increased.

RAILROADS MANIPULATE LAWS. 


Alleged Exposure of Corruption in Con- 
nection with the Merriman Act 
in Michigan. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special.}]—John L. 
Berkheimer, who was appointed a Senate 
clerk last winter by Senator 
author of the Merriman law increosing rail- 
road taxes, and who acted as Merriman’s 
private secretary during the legislative ses- 
sion, has published a volume in which he 
claims to expose railroad legisiation and 
give a true history of that measure. 

He was with Merriman during the six 
months preceding the session, and he alleges 
that negotiations for the introduction of the 
bill were commenced by a railroad manager 
at Grand Rapids soon after election, and 
befere the Legislature convened. it is fur- 
thermore charged that the bill was drafted 
and all statistics and arguments in support 
of it were prepared by the same manager, 
who secured the indorsement of the bill by 
all the interested roads, the condition being 
that it should be the only railroad legislation 
enacted. 

Berkheimer insists that from first to last 
the railroad manager who acted for all the 
companies was consulted, and that na,move 
with reference to the bill was madc without 
his knowledge and consent. He indorses the 
assertion of the Pingreeites, who fought the 
bill, that it will yield an increased revenue 
of but $115,000 annually, instead of $285,600, 
as claimed by its advocates, and also that 
both money and the promise of federal posi- 
tioas were used in securing support for the 


measure.

Berry that’ it would. be. just as well to con- 
sider the matter in caucus over again and 
let it goat that. The conference adjourned 
at ‘T2. 

May Not Accomplish Wonders. 

It is generally understood here that the 
committee, which, by the way, is composed 
largely of men who want to show up the 
Police department, does not expect to accom- 
plish wonders in the way of an investigation. 
It wants’ to make some sory of a showing 
which will justify Governor Tanner having 
included the police commission bill in his 
call for the special session. 

It will endeavor to lay great stress on the 
civil service feature involved. One of its 
prime movers said today that although there 
were a good many charges of bribery and 
corruption, still there was testimony calcu- 
lated to prove the utter disregard by Mayor 
Harrison of the plain provisions of the civil 
service law. ' 

He said there were twenty-eight instances 
where policemen had ‘been discharged after 
a hearing before the Trial board and had 
afterward been reinstated by Mr. Harrison. 
One man, whose name this Senator did not, 
choose to give, had, as a police officer, been 
convicted before the Trial board of highway 
robbery and discharged from the force. For 
all this, Mayor Harrison had caused the man 
to be reinstated and he was now acting asa 
policeman in Chicago. 

Mahoney was doubtless selected as one 
of the minority members because of his in- 
tense and violent hatred of Mayor Harrison. 
Mr. Dresser, a Populistic Senator, is an 
amiable gentleman who will probably not 
come into the Senate with a minority report. 


Resolution Glides Through. 


The resolution was adopted on a viva voce 
vote. There was no contention or debate 
over it. But for all this. there is a mighty 
row. over it. 

Senator Berry was up early this morning, 
and in company with Charlie Crawford be- 
gan dragooning the Republicans into line 
for the investigation. They said it was ab- 
solutely necessary that the thing should be 
done, and they had the quiet codperation 
of the State administration, too. 

When the Senate adjourned for noon a 
call was made for an immediate Republican 
caucus. There was considerable of a contest 
in the assemblage, but there would have 
been a greater one were it not for the fact 
that some men whe were opposed to the 
resolution wanted to get on the committee 
and kept their own counsel.

TALK OF IT AT THE CITY HALL. 


Members of the Administration Say 
They Will Welcome the Proposed 
Investigation. 


News that the State Senate would pass 
the Lundin resolution providing for a com- 
mittee to investigate the Chicago police force 
was received with every sign of approval at 
the City Hall yesterday. Mayor Harrison 
was the only person who would talk about 
the matter for publication. He said: 

‘* Tet the.committee come. I will be glad 
to welcome {t. In fact, I will promise in ad- 
vance to pardon any of its members“who 
may get into the bridewell, providing their 
offense is not too flagrant. We want to 
show the committee what a good police force 
Chicago has under a Democratic administra- 
tion,”’ ’ 

The persons whom the.committee is in- 


1 tended to hit, however, if it intends anything, 


ha#e been getting ready for this committee 
ever since it was first talked of. Senator 
Mahoney served notice at the City Hall 
three weeks ago that the committee was 
coming and rather intimated that the best 
way of securing his aid in stopping it was 
to assure him of his renomination next fall. 
The reply made to him was to let the com- 
mittee come, as ‘the administration would 
be glad to see it, and a plan of action was 
laid out then and there by which it is hoped 
the Lundin committee can be used as an 
effectual club with which to beat the metro- 
politan police bill. . . 

That plan is a simple one. If the com- 
mittee comes and really starts an investiga- 
tion the present administration will make it 
a present of testimony going to show more 
kinds of police crookedness than some of 
its members ever dreamed was possible. 
Proprietors of gambling houses who have 
paid money to policemen for immunity from 
raids, keepers of policy shops who have had 
a similar experience, proprietors of disor- 
derly houses who have found it necessary to 
make their standing good at the station, and 
even the unfortunate individuals who have 
been blackmailed out of half-dollars and 
quarters by the officer on the beat will be 
marshaled before the committee in great 
numbers. The committee will not have to 
send for them; they will come and will all 
prove willing witnesses. They will have 
more stories of blackmail and police perse- 
cution to tell than the committee can well 
listen to in the time at its command. 

There will be only one limitation on this 
testimony, however, and that is it will all 
relate to matters happening before the pres- 
ent administration took hold at the City 
Hall. It will give the policemen recently 
removed about the worst character any set 
of men ever got, bit will not have an accu- 
sation to make against the men now in 
control of the Police department. So far as 
this testimony goes, their record will be a 
blank. If the cOmmittee wants to find out 
anything about them it must produce the 
testimony itself. This will be difficult to 
co. Whatever the people who pay toll to the 
rresent police force may think of the of- 
ficers they are doing business with ‘they are 
at their mercy, and do not dare furnish tes-. 
timony which would make a case’ against 
them. hee: A wy also in many instances the 
persons: who have paid blackmail :under 
former administrations, and con ily 
would have to testify to that at the com- 
mand of their present masters. ae 

Consequently the claim made at the City. 
Hall is that this investigation, if it amounts 
to anything at all, is bound to prove a 
“ roorback,”’ and that is why the mémbers 
of the present administration welcome it.’ 
Their claim allialong is that the ‘only. pur- 
pose of the metropolitan police bill is to 


) put the. recently discharged policemen back 


on the force, and they say if this committee 
comes they will be able to show what kind 
of policemen they were. 

In this connection a Civil Service Commis- 
sioner said yesterday: 

“If this committee comes I am afraid it 
will be disappointed. It will certainly be a 
great deal easier for it to secure information 
about what was going on under 
former administrations than what is 
being done now—allowing, for the sake 
of argument,.there were wrong things 
done then and are now—and I do not 
imagine that is the kind of informa- 
tion the committee is anxfiousto get. Sofar 
as the Civil Service commission is concerned, 
it has no interest in the matter one way or 
another, except it would be glad if Mr; Bliss 
would consent to lay before the committee 
the alleged proof against policemen he has 
so persistently refused the commission.”’ 

Superintendent Kipley is out of town, Hav- 
ing gone to Memphis, and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Lewis had no opinion to express 
about the proposed investigation of his de- 
partment. 


E.R. BLISS MAY SAY SOMETHING. 


Possibility That He Will Aid the Lun- 
din Investigating Committee in 
Its Work. : 


When the Lundin Police Investigating 
committee comes to Chicago to undertake. 
its work Attorney E. R. Bliss declares he 
may have something to say to that body that 
will be of service in any ithvestigation that 
may be set afoot. He still refuses, however, 
to discuss the nature of the evidence he has 
in hand concerning the administration ae 
the Police department or to disclose the 
sources of his information. Speaking of the 
matter-yesterday, he said: 

* When the Lundin resolution was intro- 
duced early in the session it was referred 
to a committee and later it was stated the 
matter would end there. For that reason I 
did not expect any such committee of in- 
vestigation would be appointed and am not 
informed as to the scope of the work this 
committee intends to do. If I find their in- 
-vestigation is along lines in which the evi- 
dence I have would be of value I may go 
before the committee. Then I would beable 
to give them, personally, only hearsay evi- 
dence, but I might be able to set them on the 
track of direct sources of information that 
otherwise they would not find accessible. 

“TI was told today that I would be sub- 
peenaed to go before the grand jury next 
week to testify on mattters concerning the 
Police department. Whether or not this is 
true I do not know, as the source of my in-. 
formation was not official. However, I shall 
make no statement as to the nature of the 
evidence I have been gathering until I know 
what both these bodies intend todo. Then 
I shall make my statement directly to the 

roper tribunal.”

As a matter of fact, Germany and China have 
always been friendly and at peace, and formerly, 
when China was at war with Japan, Germany used 
her utmost efforts to rescue China from her 
dilemma. This was to prove our friehdship as a 
neighboring power. We are now here not as 
enemies of China, hence you need not hesitate 
and entertain suspicions about us. Moreover, it 
will be the duty of the German officers to protect 
the law-abiding inhabitants of this place in order 
to preserve the peace, but if there be any discon- 
tented characters who shall endeavor to create 
disturbances they shall surely be dealt with ac- 
cording to Chinese laws in the extreme (1. e., be- 
headed.—Transigtor. ) 

Further, if any German subject here be killed 
the murderers will be dealt with according to Ger- 
man military law (i. e:., shot—Transiator). Hence 
I consider it my duty to earnestly exhort all 
from breaking the peace and avoid resisting what- 
ever the German authorities shall decide here- 
after. You should calculate the exigencies of the 
case, and you will see that you are too weak to 
resist. Not only will you find it te be of no 
advantage to you, but you will find that you will 
have invited destruction upon yourselves, 

Furthermore, be it known that where German 
troops shall be encamped Chinese officials will 
still be permitted to go on with. their usual duties, 
but if in the future these Chinese officials should 
receive orders from their Superior which they 
should find beyond their powers, they should com- 
municate the circumatances to the German Gov- 
ernor General Chu (or Brigadier General Tsa). 
As for the buying or selling of land hereafter per- 
mission should first be obtained from the Gov- 
ernor to become legal. Let all obey, An im- 
portant proclamation. 

The steamer bringing thé German Ad- 
miral’s proclamation also brought advices 
that German speculators were endeavuring 
to buy up Kiao Chou lands for speculative 
purposes. In this connection it wfil be seen 
that the German Admiral prescribes under 
what terms land sales and trafisfers will 
become legal. It also stated that all the 
heavy clothing and overcoats needed by 
the German naval officers, aggregating sev- 
eral hundred suits, are being made by the 
Tokio tailors, who appear to be among the 


“very few Japanese who are well pleased 


with the Kaiser’s occupation of Kiao Chou. 
Tt is further stated that the natives of Kiao 
Chou were well pleased with the departure 
of the nativ@ troops, whom they disliked, 
and therefore welcomed the Germans in a 
measure. 


ENGLISH FLEET OFF CHUSAN. 


Important Island, the Key of China, 
Likely to Be Seized by the 
British. 


London, Jan. 4.—[{Exclusive Cablegram to 
St. Louls Globe-Democrat.]—The principal 
events within the last_.twenty-four hours in 
connection with the Chinese crisis are the 
confirmation in the cable dispatches from 
Tokio tonight of the news telegraphed to: 
the Globe-Democrat a week ago, to the ef- 
fect that the Mikado was about to confide 
to the Russophobe Marquis Ito the task of 
forming u Cabinet. 

While it is difficult to cénvey any idea of 
the importance attached here in political 
circles to the appearance today of the 
bright squadron off the Island of Chusan, 
not merely for weeks, but for tens of years 
past, unceasing appeals have been addressed 
to the government here to Secure possession 

f Chusan, which the great Duke of Well-. 
ington discovered as the “‘ Key of China.” 

Few people are aware that this magnif- 
icent ‘island, with its superb harbors, its 
prosperous cities, its perfect climate, its. 
mineral wealth, and its unrivaled strategic 
situation, was formerly held by Great 
Britain for a number of years, which, in, 
1845, made the mistake of restoring it to 
China and retaining in lieu thereof Hong- 
kong, whereas:it ought to have kept Chusan 
and given back Hongkong, which possesses 
nothing like the same advantages. In sur- 
rendering Chusan to China the British gov- 
ernment obtained from the latter a treaty, 
tn which the Pekin government bound itself 
in thé most solemn manner never to cede 
the island permanently, or even temporarily, 
to any foreign power, the treaty expressly 
declaring that England reserved to Itself: 
a free hand to recover, possession of Chusan 
in the event of China ceasing to cheese the 
other stipulations of the treaty, especially in 
connection with the most favored nation 
clauses. , 

These latter have been distinctively vio- 
lated by China in her dealings with Rus- 
sia, France, and recently with Germany, 
and Great Britain therefore may possibly 
consider that thé time has come to resume 
possession of Chusan, and the press of every 
political party has been during the last few 
days urging its seizure upon the government 
on the plea that it is absolutely necessary 
that. Great Britain should have a port and 
coaling station of her own further north 
than Hongkong. Chusan in the hands of 
the English would become one of the most 
powerful strongholds of the Orient. It is 
large, fertile, salubrious, admirably situated 
for commercial], military, and maritime pur- 
poses, besides which the people, a stalwart 


, and hearty race, avowedly prefer the Eng- 


lish to every other rule, even to that of 
hina. For it must not be forgotten that 
there is no Western power under which the 
Chinese enjoy so much freedom and so 
many rights and privileges as England, the 
principal portion of whose colonies at Singa- 
pore and on the Malay Peninsula consist 
of prosperous and contented Chinese. 
Moreover, there is no dowbt that the Chi- 


nese government iself would infinitely pre- ‘ 


fer conceding Chusan to Great Britain, pos- 
sibly by way of guarantee for the $80,000,- 
000 loan which it is endeavoring to raise in 
London, sooner than surrender even the 
smallest piece of territory orf the mainland. 
The latter course injures thé prestige of the 
Chinese government, whereas, with the Is]- 
and of Chusan, this is not the case, Chusan 
not being regarded as part of the mainland 
of China. 

It will be well, therefore, to keep an eye 
on the Island of Chusan,:which sooner or 
later, possibly tn the very near future. is 
bound fn the natural course of events to fal) 
into the hands of the English, It is hardly 
necessary to call attention to the fact that 
Chusan commands the approach to the 
greatest centers of trade tn China, as well 
as the accéss to theinorthern partion of the 
China seas.. Were either France or Russia 
to fall out with Great Britain in connection 
with China their warships would have a 
terrible ganlet to run before reaching the 
far East with the Malay Straits, Hong- 
kong, and possible Chusan in the hands of 
the English. :

Three-fourths of the Reconcen- 
trados Already Dead. 


ONLY A REIGN OF TERROR. 


[SPECIAL BY G. C. MUSGRAVE.] 

Cienfuegos, Jan. 2, via Tampa, Fla., Jan. 
6.—([Copyright, 1808, by WY. R. Hearst.)}— 
Christmas and New Year's in war-stricken 
Cuba, the two great flestas of the Cubans, 
Noche Bueno and Ano Nueva, usually scenes 
of rejoicing, this year presented a striking 
irony for a period of “ peace on earth and 
good will to man.” Havana Spaniards were 


celebrated by the moans of the starving and 
the wails of those mourning their dead, 
Cuba has been visited by an unprecedented 
cold ‘wave, which has increased the suffer- 
ings of the reconcentrados tenfold, and its 
continuance will simply hurry the inevita- 
ble end and cut short the agony of hun- 
dreds whom human hand can newer save. 

I have just concluded a hasty tour through 
the provinces of Spanish Cuba, first in Pinar 
del Rio and Havana, and later ‘through 
Matanzas and Santa Clara, 

From Havana to Matanzas there is an un- 
broken line of filthy settlements, from which 
grim specters once human crawl forth and 
supplicate with boriy arms and claw-like 
fingers for alms that are seldom forthcom- 
ing. At Campo Florida and Juraco the 
scenes are indescribable. Down in the south 
also, at Bejucal, San Felipe, Guines, and 


| many less important towns, I was horrified 


to find how few reconcentrados were left 
since my last visit, in August. In Matanzas 
City the conditions are fearful. The pacifi- 
cos’ settlemént is on high ground, and 
therefore healthy, but disease has only 
spared these women and children for the 
worse starvation, and the streets are full of 
semi-naked skeletons clamoring for bread. 

The guerrillas ait each town I visited were 
exceedingly active, and though a few old 
men venture beyond the Iimits to dig for 
sweet potatoes, no white woman or child 
dares accompany them, though open per- 
mission is given. What use their risking 
outrage and murder, only to be déprived of 
the scanty gleanings by the first armed band 
they meet or at the ports? Might is right 
here, and the starving Spanish soldier can- 
not be harshly blamed for the appropriation. 

At Limonar a few negroés only remain, 
The better class. of whites are all dead. At 
Perico there are 300 left from 4,000. At 
Jovellanos it is as bad, and after buying a 
stock of hard biscuit at a wayside bodega, 
the only food available, and starting to dis- 
tribute it, I precipitated a riot among the 
starving, who fought even for crumbs left 
in the mud after the scramble. At Colon 
the same scene was repeated. Here the 
police behaved with great brutality, striking 
the tiny children with canes and driving 
them from the main street. 


Children Die in Silence. 

At Managua a corporal of the guards civil 
kicked a child who approached me for re- 
lief and answered my remonstranceées with 
the assurance’ that they weére all “ mam- 
bis," or rebels. At San Pedro little children 
are huddled in the damp corners, shaking 
with cold and silently starving, their abdo- 
mens distended; their hair gone, and feet 
swollen. A good meal would kill them. 

At Cazgear I saw several bodies long await- 
ing interment. I met one broken-hearted 
father at La Jas, carrying out his two dead 
children in an old portmanteau. On a plan- 
tation close by there were five’ corpses in 
the first row of shelters and vultures every- 
where about feasting on the lightly covered 
bodies, exposed by the heavy rains. 

In Santa Clara City people die in the streets 
daily and in Esperanza three-fourths of the 
reconcentrados are dead, but in the Sagua 
La Grande district things are worse. Six 
thousand people are starving. The recon- 
centration there started and the people are 
rot yet decimated. There is no food, and 
Olveratte and Carreras, the bloodiest 
guerrillas on the island, continue their reign 
of terror. None dares venture outside. 

In;Cruces I was assured there was no dis- 
tress, and I failed to sge any until by chance 
I found the reconcentrados beyond the town 
cut off by a deep ditch and a railway, which 
they are too weak to cross. There are per* 
haps 250 left from 2,000, and the residue are 
all women and children in the last stages, 
The poor wretches simply lay dying in hor- 
rible pollution, with no hand to aid them, 
and it is difficult to realize that they are 
human beings. At Trinidad whole families 
have been exterminated. In one hut the 


advanced stage of decomposition, was dis- 
covered, while the brother of 14 lay by the 
corpse nearly dead. 


People All Under Ground. 

At Condanda the settiment is now “ under 
ground,” as a Spanish sergeant grimly re- 
marked. Here, a few days ago, Lieutenant 
Vasquez of the Bailen Battalion met an old 
pacifico driving across the field witn six 
bodies for burial. Despite all remonstrances 
ha séized the cart, threw out the bodies and 
took it off to carry grass for his horses. 
The dead lay in the field, prey on by 
buzzards, close to the town, until moved 
by the Alacade. 

Near Camarones I found a starving farm- 
er nursing his son, whose leg had been 
hacked off by the guerrillas because he re- 
fused to give up two sweet potatoes he was 
taking home for his dying sisters. 

Near Cruces is St. Marcos, once a fair 
sized town, and pow its inhabitants live in 
two huts This was one of the places en- 
tirely wiped out by Weyler. 

In Santa Domingo the distress is fearful. 
The day before I visited the town an elaerly 
man was found asleep beyond the limits. 
As they brought him in Captain Lasso rode 
out and quietly cut the prisoner down. He 
has since been recognized as Manuel Fruit- 
ora, pacifico, who had gone out the day be- 
fore for vegetables anc was afraid to pass 
the forts after sunset and 80 slept outside.

OLD MAN TWICE ROUTS THUGS. 


Henry Warner Fights Two Battles with 
Twelve Men in Forty-eight 
; Hours. 


Henry Warner, 58 Sangamon street, an old 
German saw filer, has had two fights with 
a gang of thugs within the last forty-eight 
hours. In both cases he came out of the 
tray a victor and routed the roughs by a free 
use of his revolver. Warner incurred the 
enmity of the gang by his friendliness with 
the Desplaines street police, whom he sup- 
plied with information about the gang that 
later attacked him. 

The last attack was made yesterday after- 
noon at: Sangamon and Fulton streets. A 
dozen men attacked Warner and drove him 
behind a small cottage. Then he drew his 
revolver and fired nearly a dozen shots at the 
men, but none of the bullets took effect. War- 
ner, while loading and firing his revolver, 
was kept jumping and dodging the bricks 
He finally 
forced them to retreat, 

On Wednesday night the old German was 
attacked by the same men and chased a 
dozen of them with his revolver a distance 
of three blocks. He does not know whether 
he injured anybody at that time because of 
the darkness. 

At midnight Warner went into John 
Stauffer’s saloon, Sangamon and Fulton 
streets. When he started for home he was 
confronted by a dozen men, most of whom 
he recognized. 

“Give it to him good,” said the leader. 
“Kill him, and he won’t bother us any 
more.”’ | : 

Warner was clubbed and beaten. A blow 
on the head dazed him, but he recovered and 
drew his revolver. Then he charged on the 
crowd, firing half a dozen shots. The men 
turned and ran west-in Fulton street, and 
Warner gave chase, but the thugs escaped. 

Yesterday afternoon Warner was attacked 
near his home. He drew his revolver, but 
the men were not easily frightened. Warner 
was driven to the rear of a frame cottage, 
where he found shelter from the stones and 
clubs. From behind this fort he fired shot 


} after shot, reloading the weapon at inter- 


vals. Suddenly he made a bold dash from 
his place, firing as heran. This move fright- 
ened his assailants and they took to their 
heels, closely pursued by Warner. The as- 
sailants made their escape, but Detectives 
Weiss and Mahoney arrested Fenton 
Phelton, an alleged member of the gang, 
and he is locked up at the Desplaines Street 
Station.

An argument is now in 
progress over the question of a temporary 
injunction pending the final settlemer® of 
the case. The general opinion is that the 
injunction will be issued. 

The trust is a most peculiar one. It is 
nominally a combination between the ** Re- 
tail Coal Dealers’ association of California ”’ 
and the wholesalers and importers. It is 
not incorporated, As.a matter of fact the 
retail association is the creature and tool 
of the big men by which they can control 
the market. 

The retail dealers have a “‘ contract,"" so- 
called, with the wholesale men, which re- 
quires the latter to sell coal to the members 
of the association at wholesale rates and 
compels them to charge almost retail rates 
to all other dealers. The margin of profit 
left for non-members is so small that 
scores of them have been forced out of busi- 
ness. The retailers charge a heavy fee 
for membership in the trust and pile on fhe 
dues so that comparatively few men can 
afford to be in the compact, and yet they are 
not allowed to do business.unless they are. 
The result has been to advance prices and 
restrict trade. The proceedings now in 
progress in the courts are under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

Herman Cro¢ker and R. Crocker, pawn- 
brokers doing business in this city, were 
arrested today, and developments since their 
capture make the case an unusual one. They 
were charged by the officers with receiving 
stolen goods, in having accepted articles 
stolen from freight cars of the Southern Pa- 
cifis road at Port Costa. Now the detectives 
have information that the brokers have a 
contract with certain thieves by which they 
are bound to accept everything stolen from 
the Southern Pacific cars. It is asserted by 
the officers that the operations of the crooks. 
have been carried on systematically for 
some time. 

Fire was discovered under the floor of the 
gallery in the Columbia Theater shortly be- 
fore 8 o’clock tonight.

IS ROUGH ON PHILADELPHIA. 


Failure of the. Chestnut Street Bank 


Trust Company Leaves the City 
Without Security. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 6.—[Special.}—As 
a direct result of the recent failure o* the 
Chestnut Street Trust and Savings Fund 
company the city officials are now confronted 
by a new and peculiar state of affairs which 
might result in a considerable pecunlary loss 
to the city. Thefe are now outstanding con- 
tracts for city work représcnting in the ag- 
gregate about $1,000,000, for the faithful per- 
formance of which there is not the least bit 
of collectible surety. Originally there was 
surety to the extent of nearly $600,000 for this 
work, but it was all furnished by the defunct 
trust company, and, of course, is no longer 
of value. 

The plan proposed by the assignees of the 
Chestnut Street Trust and Savings Fund 
company for the liquidation of the affairs 
of that institution and of the Chestnut Street 
National Bank was today assented ‘» by 
both Common and Select Councils on behalf 
of the city. There was but one dissenting 
vote. When the bank closed its doors there 
was $89,000 of city money in the institution. 
Under the plan of liquidation the city will 
hold preferred stock in the Record Publish- 
ing company as collateral for payment of 
the amount deposited in the bank. A number 
of creditors of the bank and trust company 
who had not assented to the plan of liquida- 
tion held a meeting today and after an ex- 
change of views decided that their interests 
wow be beet served by giving assent to the 
plan.

VESTS SINGLE SILVER SYSTEM WHICH 
HE CALLS “BIMETALLISM.” 

In the: Forum for Jannary there is an 
article by Senator Vest of Missouri en- 
titled “The Future gf Bimetallism ”—or, 
more ‘accurately, thee“ future” of some- 
thirg which ‘the Sen&tor chooses to call 
bimetallism, but which i in reality is nothing 
of the -kind. : 

A preliminary definitjon of what bimetal- 
lism actually is will nfake it easier for the 
reader to perceive th® gross errors with 
which Senator Vest’s article swerms, and 
see cleariy that he is affree silver fraud, or 
fool, who does not kn@w what binetallism 
is. Bimetallism, absttactly and as prac- 


taining 231-5 grains pf gold and on the 
other side a silver dqlilar containing that 
weight of silver whiena will exchange for 
the gold in a gold dollar, or for the same 
nmount of labor or commodities that the 
latter dollar will exchgnge for. 

The Luying power of a dollar must be 
the same among merchants. The two kinds 
of money must circulate freely and con- 
currently in the markets. If this does not 
happen, then either the silver dollar must 
be increased in weight or the gold piece 
must be reduced in weight, so that its vaiue 
may be brought down;to the level of that 
of the silver dollar. (his last mentioned 
method of equalizing ¥he dollars was sug- 
gested by “ Coin” Harvey, who is Vest’s 
financial and monetary teacher.

“The failure of the commission,” says 
Vest, “instead of ki¥ing bimetallism, has 
immeasurably strengthened it in the [nited 
States.” How can fhe rejection by the 
English of an absurj proposition, which 
was not bimetallism,’ affect the prospects 
of real bimetallism? }Senator Wolcott of- 
fered the British the single silver standard, 
40-cent dollars, and an abandonment of the 
use of gold as money. That was all. 

The only issue befoge the people now, *in 
the opinion of Vest, is whether silver shall 
be used only as subsidiary coin or be re- 
stored tu its former position as money of 
ultimate redemption.” He knows, how- 
ever, that silver never can be restored to its 
former position as money until the value of 
a gold dollar in silver is coined into a silver 
doliar.. That is what Jackson, Benton, 
Webster, and Clay tried to do in 1884. 
They overdid it alittle. From 1793 to 1804, 
"when Jyfferson stopped the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, there was from 98 to 99 cents’ 
worth of silver in the dollar. Subsequent 
to 1834 and prior to 1873 the silver do!lar 
had from 101 to 103 cents’ worth of silver. 

The next assertion is: “ That bimetallism 
has not .been killed by the failure of the 
Wolcott commission is evident from the re- 
sult of the recent elections.” If Wolcott's 
bimetaliism has not been killed it is he- 
cause it never was alive. Wheresand when 
have siiver and gold coins of the same de- 
nomination and of widely differmng pur- 
chasing power circulated concurrently, as 
they .would have to if Wolcott's scheme is 
* bimetallism *’? |

Vest alleges that in view'of the large vote 
cast for Bryan those who denounce the 
“* bimetallic’ movement as an ephemeral 
craze and its advocates as idiots and luna- 
tics advertise their own/ignorance.” Nev- 
ertheless, the men who voted for Bryan 
were not “ bimetallists.’ They favored 
the single silyer\gtandard. 

It is hard for any sénsible, moderate- 
minded man to account for Vest’s advocacy 
of the single silver basis ¢f dollars with only 
40 cents worth of bullion in the dollar and 
for his calling that “ bimetallism ” except 
on the ground that he ig a lunatie or idiot 
uniéss the other hypothesis is assumed 
that he is a fraud and cheat, wanting to 
pay his debts, based on the gold stand- 
ard, with half-value free silver 40-cent dol- 
lars. Vest does not deny that his single 
silver system of money is intended to be 
retroactive and apply: to@ebts made in good 
gold standard money. 

If Vest & Co. are honestly “ bimetal- 
lists” why do they object to putting a gold 
dollar’s worth of silver bullion in the pro- 
posed free silver dollar? How can a free 
silyer dollar with only 40 cents’ worth of 
metal in it be called a bimetallic dollar? 
And why does Vest refuse to explain this 
puzzle? As long as he refuses to explain he 
must expect to be regarded as a fraud or 
fool, lunatic or cheat.

There is‘not the faintest trace of bimeta)-. 
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dollars with 50 cents’ worth of silver in 
‘them, coined free, could circulate together, 
Bryan, like Vest, was a rabid single-silver 
standard, half-value dollarite. If forced to 
tell the truth they and all of their allies 
would own up to that. ; 

As was to be expected, Vest has consid- 
erable to say about “ the crime of 1873.” 
That is part of his stock in trade, as it is 
of the other free silverites. All that it is 
that 
whether the act in question was “ secretly 
enacted” or not, that act was thé most 
useful one Congress ever passed—design- 
edly or undesignedly—since the slavehold- 
ers’ rebellion. 

But for that legislation the country would 
have had the single silver standard since 
1875. It would have had a dollar which 
was depreciating in value continually, as 
the Mexican dollar has been depreciating. 
The millions of laborers and of depositors 
in the banks would have been losers all the 
time by the constant depreciation of the 
doliar. All borrowers would have had to 
pay much higher instead of much 
lower interest. Taxes would have crept up 
until they were double the existing rates, 
The prosperity of the country would have 
been mildewed or frost-bitten during the 
last twenty years. 

Frequently in the course of his article 
Vest uses the phrase “ friends of bimetal- 
lism ” to describe the Bryanites. But, as 
has been shown, they are its enemies and 
not its friends. They denounce “ the single 
gold sfandard” and clamor for “ bimetal- 
What they desire is the single silver 
standard, which would drive gold out of cir- 


_cula tion. 


They insist on that standard, not because 
they believe, as Vest alleges, that “the 
single gold standard is the instrument of 
tyranny,” and “the foe of free Institu- 
tions,” but because they want to help out 
dishonest debtors by giving them 40-cent 
legal tender dollars, to be psed in the pay- 
ment of existing debts contracted on the 
basis of 100-cent dollars. 


THE CONTROLLER ENJOINED. 
The City Council passed an ordinance late 


last year making a special appropriation for 
the extension of the municipal electric 
lighting system. Bids were advertised for 
and the Controller was about to let the 
contract when an injunction was applied 
for to restrain him from doing so. 

This application was ‘based on that sec- 
tion of the city charter which. declares that 
Councils must appropriate what money is 
required for the year’s expenses. in the ap- 
propriation bill passed during the first quar- 
ter of the year, and that no furthcr appro- 
priation shall ‘be made during the year un- 
less sanctioned by a majority of thé legal 
yoters, or unless some “ casualty or acci- 
dent" happening after the annual appro- 
priation is made nevessitates an additional 
expenditure. 

The application for an injunttion was 
made to Judge Tuley, who has granted it. 
He is of the opinion that no “ casualty or 
accident” has happened since last March 
to make an extension of the electric light- 
ing system any more necessary than it was 
when the appropriation bill was passed. 
As the ordinance does not provide for a 
submission of the question to the popular 
vote, he considers it and the appropriation 
made by it invalid. 

This charter provision on the subject of 
special appropriations made after the pas- 
sage of the regular appropriation bill has 
been disregarded by the city authorities for 
many years. When they had some spare 
money on hand and thought they could 
make a good use of it they had an ordinance 
put through to authorize thém to expend it. 

The provision about submittihg the ques- 
tion of further appropriations to the pop- 
ular vote is absurd in the case of a city of 
this size. The sum it was desired to spend 
might be‘much less than the cost of holding 
an election. Nevertheless, the law is wery 
plain and will have to be obeyed when any 
one insists on it. 

The cxtension of the city’s lighting sys- 
tem will have to be delayed until provision 
can be made for it in the reguiar appro- 
priation bill month after next. 
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STEEL CRUISER FOR THE UPPER LAKES... 


Representative Boutell of the Sixth Illi- 
ngis District has presented in Congress a 
bill making an appropriation of $250,000 
for the construction of a steel.cruiser or 
gunboat of modern type to take the place 
of the old revenue cutter Michigan, now on 
duty on Lake Michigan and the upper lakes. 
As increased attention is now being devoted 
to our naval reserves and such a vessel 
would not only still further stimulate inter- 
est in this branch of the service, but could 
be utilized for the cruises which will, no 
doubt, be a regular feature of the annual 
naval maneuvers hereafter, the measure is 
a timely one and should be adopted without 
unnecessary delay. 

Mr. Boutell very reasonably argues that 
*‘ our navy should be largely recruited from 
our lake ports, and that nothing will tend 
more effectually to.the accomplishment of 
this result than the encouragement of our 
naval reserves.” This branch of the serv- 
ice received high commendation in the re- 
port of Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt a few months ago—the Illinois 
naval militia coming in for especial praise 
—and will doubtless show a higher order 
of efficiency in the futare. The suggestion 
regarding the use of the cutter Michigan 
for training purposes is directly in the line 
here Marked out. 

It is shown that the construction and 
maintenance of a vessel of the character 
proposed by Mr. Boutell, not exceeding a 
certain tonnage and armament, would be 
in strict-accordance with treaty regulations 
entered into with Great Britain in 1817. 
If, however, there should be reason for it 
the treaty could be abrogated by six 
months’ notice from either party. 

As Mr. Boutell’s bill has gone into the 
hands of the House Naval committee, of 
which Mr. Foss of this State is a member, 
there is reason to believe that it will re- 
ceive early and favgrable consideration. 
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 ‘DURRANT’S CASE. 
Innocent men have been hanged, but

client. 1f Durrant had been the possessor 
otmillions he could not have made a better 
fight. 

His crimes were a part of a notable tril- 
ogy. H. H. Holmes and Harry Hayward 
succumbed to the inevitable long ago, yet 
each had as good a defense as Durrant and 
more material wealth for making a stub- 
born resistance to the law. No one ques- 
tions the guilt of either Hayward or 


Holmes, and the only doubt thrown upon 


the Durrant case to the mind of the public

No defendant ever had a more thorough 
hearing.

No reasonable hypothesis which 
would account for the murders of Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams without im- 
plicating Durrant has been advanced. The 
evidence was overwhelming!y against him, 


and everything that has developed since the. 


trial as to his personal traits has made the 
verdict more reasonable, Men are hanged 
every week with less convincing proof. 

Durrant’s death will be a. vindication of 
the law such as is seldom given. He has 
been fortunate to escape the penalty of his 
crimes so » long. 
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THE INDIANAPOLIS COMMISSION SCHEME 
OF BANKING. 

About the only reason assigned by the 
Indianapolis Monetary commission for dis- 
pensing with government bonds as a securi- 
ty for redemption of national bank notes 
and substituting as security bank “ assets,” 
which are the property of depositors, is that 
in the course of time the national debt will 
be paid off and there will be no bonds left 
with which to secure those notes. 

But nowhere in its long report does the 
Indianapolis commission venture to fix a 
date when the national debt is to be extin- 
guished. It acted wisely in abstaining from 
prophecies on that point. Probably nobody 
seriously contemplates the possibility of a 
reduction of the public debt in the near 
future, No bonds will be retired until there 
is a decided, ,sure excess of receipts over 
government expenditures. As long as Con- 
gress refuses to cut down expenses most 
of a hundred millions a year or to increase 
the revenues 50 to 75 millions a year there 
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‘will be ho surpluses to apply on bonds. 


From present appearances the British debt 
will be paid off before the American debt 
is liquidated, and nobody is expecting that 
to happen for a good many decades. 

The interest-bearing debt of this country 
is far more likely to increase than to de- 
crease. When Congress comes to its senses 
at last and declares that the greenbacks 
must be redeemed in “ gold coin ” and not 
in “coin,” and that bonds sold for gold 
must be made payable in gold, the credit 
of the government will be unshakable and 
better and more solid and stable than that 
of any other in the world. 

The United States will be in a position 
then where it will always find eager buyers 
for.all the low interest gold bonds it may 
want to dispose of. Congress will take ad- 
vantage of that fact. That body is always 
ready to spend money. But it prefers to 
raise the money by borrowing rather than 
by imposing new taxes, Taxation is un- 
popular. | 

Congressmen, seeing the credit of this 
eountfy so firmly established that it is-easy 
to borrow vast sums at low rates of inter- 
est, will avail themsé!ives of the oppor- 
tunity. They will demand that bonds be 
sold to get the money with which to carry 
deep “‘water navigation from Lake Brie 
to the ocean.” 


The demagogues of Congress will order 


the erection of two ‘or three govern- 
ment buildings in every county in every 
State. They will carry on the improvement 
of rivers and harbors on a grander scale 
than ever before. 

As long as it is deemed advisable upon 
any consideration to allow the national 
banks to issue notes there will be govern- 
ment. bonds outstanding which can serve 


as security for these notes, as has been the | 


ease since 1864. During that long period 
nobody has lost a cent on’a national bank 
note, .8o perfect has been the security. 
Then why change the system, especially 
when a change is not necessary? 
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TAXATION OF MORTGAGES. 

Representative Murray of Sangamon has 
introduced a bill for the taxation of mort- 
gages after the fashion which has been 
in vogee in California for many years to 
the great discomfort and expense of bor- 
rowers—not of lenders. Had not that 
mortgage tax provision been incorporated 
in the State constitution it would have been 
repealed long ago. 

Representative Murray’s bill provides that 
when real estate is mortgaged the amount 
of the incumbrance shall be deducted from 
the fair cash value of the real estate. The 
owner of the equity is to furnish to the 
Assessor the name of the owner of the 
incumbrance and all the data connected 
therewith. The owner of the equity inter- 
est is to pay the tax on the mortgage and 
charge it to the owner thereof. He is also 
to have a lien for the taxes so paid: by 
him on such incumbrance. 

Tue TRIBUNE correspondent at Spring- 
field states that— 

Some of the members are beginning to see now 
that taxation of this character will eventually 
fall on the man who has to borrow the money, be- 
cause the loaner will see to it that he gets not 
only his interest, but is indemnified against taxa- 
tion. It will have a tendency of driving a great 
many million dollars out of the State. It will 


raise the hire of money to the exact extent of the 
tax, which the borrower will have to pay. 


That is precisely what will happen ex- 
cept that the interest the borrower will 
have te pay will be increased a little more 
than “the exact amount of the tax.” The 
lender will take the rate of taxation at 
the time he makes the loan as » basis and 
will add enough to cover any probable in- 
crease in the rate during the life of the 
loan, ‘The tendency of taxes is to advance 
and the lender will want to insure himself. 
If they do not advance so much the better 
for him. 

So if this bill were to pass the constitu- 
ents of Representative Murray, whether 
they were Sangamon County farmers or 
real estate owners in Springfield, would 
have some harsh remarks to make concern- 
ing him whenever they tried to borrow any 
money on real estate security or to buy 
real estate, paying part of the considera- 
tion down and giving a mortgage for the re- 
mainder. 

Lhe owners of mortgaged real estate 
would not pay lower taxes on their proper- 
ty than they do now, but taxes which 
would be higher than at present. Of course 
this would not be the case with those 
whose mortgages are still running. During 
the life of those mortgages the lender would 
be a loser. But when an extension was 
asked for,he would take care to protect 
himself. 

The California experience leaves no room 
for doubt on that point. Every man in 
that State who borrows on mortgage has 
to pay to the lender in the shape of in- 
creased intérest every cent—and a little 
more—that the latter is obliged to pay to 
the tax collector. The State and its munici- 
palities get no more revenue than they did 
under the old system, but borrowers have 
to bear a heavier burden. That has been 
the case in Michigan, where the California 
system was tried. 

_ There is another point which Mr. Mur- 
ray should consider. He proposes most un- 
wisely that the amount of a mortgage lien 
shall be deducted from the taxable value |

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THE PASSING OF “KID” MURPHY. 

Nothicg so well became “Kid” Mur- 
phy’s short but eventful career as its close. 
It was logical, symmetrical, and gratifying 
to his fellow-citizens. As the product of 
the saloons, it was eminently titting he 
should die in a saloon, As his life was one 
continuous brawl, it was fitting 2 brawl 
should end it. As a member of a notorious, 
gang, whose existence is a menace to all 
decent people, it is particularly gratifying 
that he should have been killed by some 
other member of this gang. “It is possible 
that two more of the gang may follow 
“Kid” Murphy. If such should be the 
ease Chicago will not be draped in mourn- 
ing. As a matter of fact, if every member 
of the gang had met the fate of “ Kid 
Murphy well disposed citizens would have 
borne the loss of that much of the popula- 
tiou with feelings of serenity. 

“Kid” Murphy was no bette1 and no 
worse than the rest of the gang which has 
so long infested Market street, and from 
there extended its depredations to various 
parts of the city. The gang is an aggrega- 
tion of toughs, thieves, and desperadves, 
whose habitat is the saloon. Their 

occupation is criminal, Their time is 
spent in browbeating and insulting peace- 
ful citizens, holding up pedestrians, piun- 
dering stores or houses, assaulting and de- 
fying police, not stopping short of murder 
to secure their ends. When sufficiently 
inflamed with liquor and unable to find out- 
side victims they vent their passions upon 
each other. A fight in a saloon last Sep- 
tember was the precursor of the fight yes- 
terday morning in Donahue’s saloon, which 
has endcd so satisfactorily. If the police 
had not been on hand so promptly itt is 
likely more would have been killed. For 
once, under such possibilities, the police 
might have been excused if they had not 
been on hand. The wiping out of the Mar- 
ket street gang would have justified the 
Mayor in appointing a local Thanksgiving 
day. 

The outcome of the affair, however, is 
not without its compensations. One mem- 
ber of the gang will not trouble the police 
or the people any more, Two other mem- 
bers of itmay not. ‘Thirteen other members 
are under arrest. It would seem to be a 
good time now for the police to squelch this 
disreputable lot of toughs and thieves and 
relieve the city of its dangerous presence, 
It has run riot long enough, Let no mercy 
be showu to it. 


“THE NEW APPORTIONMENT LAW. 

Yesterday the State Senate passed the 
House legislative apportionment bill. The 
Governor willsignittoday and it will go into 
full force July 1 of this year. The measure 
went trough the Senate without difficulty. 
It received 85 votes, and 10 were cast 
against it. One of them was that of the 
Republican Senator. from McLean, who 
was opposed to his county and Tazewell 
being put in one district. 

The Republicans of Illinois are under ob- 
ligations to the Legislature for the good 
work it has done. An outrageous gerry? 
mander has been swept off the statute 
books, and an honest, fair, non-partisan ap- 
portionment has been substituted for it. 

If the special session had not been called, 
and the gerrymander law of 1893 had not 
been repealed, the Republicans-—with no 
tidal wave to aid them—would have been 
handicapped seriously in the legislative 
elections to be held in November of this 
year. Unless able to give their candidates 
for State offices over 50,000 majority they 
would be unable to carry the Legislature. 

Under the new apportionment, which 
Democrats like Hinrichsen commend for its 
fairness, whichever party carries the State 
will earry the Legislature. That is as it 
should be. The majority should rule, and 
not the minority. 

Late in the summer the Democrats will 
attack the constitutionality of the new law 
in the courts. They will get no comfort 
there. The Supreme Court, which refused 
to review the action of the Legislature in 
1894. when the constitutionality of the act 
of 1893 was challenged, will not review and 
revise the action of the Legislature in 1898.

mission of the Indianapolis convention is 
objectionable because it proposes to give 
the national banks all the enormous profits | 
which are incident to issuing non-interest * 
bearing circulating notes, while leaving upon 
the government the burden of maintaining 
the gold standard. It does the first of these 
things by proposing to retire all the $456,- 
000,000 of greenbacks and Treasury notes to 
make room for a corresponding amount of 
new national bank notes. It does the sec- 
ond by proposing to make the government 
keep a gold reserve, to maintain at par with 
gold, all the $452,000,000 of existing silver 
dollars, while allowing the national banks 
to still redeem their notes in any lawful 
money. 

The burden of maintaining the gold stand- 
ard is not shifted to the banks by the pro- 
vision for a 5 per cent gold guaranty fund, 
to be jointly maintained by all the banks, be- ; 
cause no gold can be taken out of that fund 
to pay any national bank note until the is- 


suing bank has failed to redeem that note | 


in lawful*money at its own office. Nor is 
that burden thus shifted by the provision 
for a 5 per cent gold redemption fund, to be 
separately maintained by each bank, be- 
cause that fund is much too gmali to last 
against any strong attempt to exhaust it, 
and because there is no provision for its 
certain replenishment, and because, in the 
event of its exhaustion in the case of any 
particular bank, resort cannot be had to the 
gold guaranty fund-as long as that bank re- 
deems its notes at its own office in RY lawful 
money. 

The plan is otherwise chtactionabie in 
many of its thirty-nine articles, and though 
it contains some good parts it would sadly 
disappoint the expectations of its friends 
in the improbable event of its enactment 
into law.

Bill Harvey, the author of ** Coin’s Finan- 
cial Fool School,’ continues to fill the réle 
of a cheap educator. He has established an 
order called,‘ The Patriots of America,”’ and 
in connection with it a Patriet’s National 
University, something like Mr. Brisben 
Walker's typewritten university. One of the 
means of education adopted by Harvey is 
to send to all the lodges of the order and 
students of the university an “ official bal- 
lot,’’ upon which they are asked to vote and 
send in the returns immediately after the 
election.

The students are to vote yes or no. An 
affirmative vote commits the student to 
three propositions at once—viz.: (1) to the 
free coinage of silver; (2) to the issue of 
legal tender paper money by the govern- 
ment; (3) to the opinion that the issue of 
such paper will “maintain a stable cur- 
rency system.’’ That the university is work- 
ing in an underhand way against silver and 
in favor of greenbacks may be inferred from 
the two questions immediately following— 
viz.: 

2. Are you in favor of paper money being made 
redeemable in metallic money? 

8. Are you in favor of the demonetization of 
both gold and silver and the substitution of full 
legal tender paper money, issued by the sare 
ment? 

These are leading questions; that is, ques- 
tions by which the teacher stggests the 
answer to the pupil, and it is easy to discern 
that Harvey is working, through his lodges 
and his typewritten university, against 
Bryan and the Chicago platform by putting 
the greenback in opposition to the silver dol- 
lar. Mr. Bryan has been lately quoted as 
opposed to more greenbacks, because he re- 
gards that issue as inconsistent with and 
fatal to the silver issue. Of course, if we 
can have money without cost it will be ab- 
surd to pay 50 cents for each dollar issued 
by the government. The returns of Harvey's 
election next Tuesday will therefore be 
waited for with considerable interest, we 
think, by Mr. Billy Bryan and his followers.

GROSVENOR’S SCATHING WORDS 


He Denounces the Civil Service Law 
and Carl Schurz in Unmeas- 
ured Terms. : 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The House to- 
day promptly resumed the debate on the 
civil service question, and Mr. Grosvenor of 
Ohio took the floor with an elaborate speech 
in opposition to the law. In opening Mr, 
Gigsvenor disclaimed any leadership of the 
anti civil service reform forces and any 
purpose to speak for any officer of the gov- 
ernment, executive, legislative, or judicial, 
“All efforts to entangle me in a collision 
with the President,” said he, ** wastes so 
much powder, If I believed that my rela- 
tipns to the executive would be changed 
or modified because I differ with him, I 
would despise him as he would despise me if 
I faltered in my convictions.” 

Mr. Grosvenor said he had watched with. 
admiration the President’s public career, 
and one of his most prominent character- 
istics had always been that he not only did 
not demand subsgerviency, but despised a 
man who sought favor by sycophancy. 

Mr. Grosvenor proceeded to pay his re~- 
spects to the National Civil Service Reform 
league and to Carl Schurz, its President. 
His excoriation of the latter was most, 
scathing. He denounced unsparingly those 
who sought to read out of the Republican 
party those who believed in the repeal of the 


civil service law. With vitriolic language he 


sketched the political career of Mr. Schurz, 
which he characterised ag the “ checkered, 
spotted, leprous career of one who betrayed 
every party and every duty to which he was 
bound, and whose betrayals had been his 
only stock In trade in the arena of politics." 
He traced Mr. Schurz’s political history and 
defied any one to point outa point in the 
trail which was not tainted with political 
corruption. Yet, he said, this was the man 
who, with other “foul political dema- 
gogues,”” at Cincinnati, under the name of 
the National Civil Service league, ‘* had de- 
nounced him and those who thought with 
him on this question.’”’ He read the reso- 
dJutions adopted at the Cincinnati! meeting, 
branding the s infamous beyond degscrip- 
tion. , 

He reviewed the platform declarations of 
the Republican party to show that the 
present position occupied by the majority 
of the House was not inconsistent with 
these declarations. “ For I give the mem- 
bers of the Civil Service committee notice,” 
said he, “ that we have a majority on this 
floor and you cannot strangle a majority in 
the American Congress.” [Applause.] 

Mr. Johnson [Rep., Ind.], one of the ardent 
defenders of the law, followed Mr.Grosvenor 
with an extended argument in support of 
the merit system. He repudiated the state- 
ments of the adversaries of the law that 
Lincoln and Grant believed in the spoils 
system. During his review of the records 
of eminent men on this question, Mr. John- 
son became involved in a controversy with 
his colleague, Mr. Landis [Rep., Ind.], and 
during the crogs-firing the galleries became 


| 8© obstreperous in their approval ef the 


position of the latter that the Chair was 
obliged to suspend the debate and admonish 
the spectators that such demonstrations 
must-cease. 

In enumerating the evils of the spoils 
system, Mr. Johnson said it made cowards 
of legislators, stormed the White House, In- 
terfered with the departments; it reached 
into the Capitol and shaped legislation; it 
exalted the office broker and attacked, vil- 
lified, and calumniated the conscientious 
man. Words, he declared, eould not do 
justice to the infamy of this prolific evil 
which had debauched the civil service. It 
seemed incredible to him that men could 
dare advocate q return to this saturnalia. 


Passage of Bills in the Senate. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—Among the 
measures passed by the Senate were the 
bills providing for a congress of the repre- 
sentatives of the Indian tribes of the United 
States, to be theld at Omaha during the 
progress of the international exposition this 
year; providing for the erection of public 
buildings at Fergus Falls, Minn., and New- 
port News, Va., and a measure to protect 
the name and insignia of the Red Cross so- 
ciety. The Senate Committee on Military

Revenue Problems Being Con- 
sidered at Springfield, 


TO ASSESS .MORTGAGES. 


Equities to Be Made Distinct in 
Collecting Taxes. 


OPPOSITION IS 


EXPECTED. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, l1., Jan. 6. 

The House is working away with the 
revenue bill in Committee of the Whole. It 
has virtually agreed on the principle of the 
taxation of the equity and mortgage too in 
the case of incumbered real estate, Late 
this afternoon it made a change in the An- 
derson revenue bill which ig going to raise 
no end of comment, not to say disturbance, 
in Llilinois. It substituted one section re- 
garding the detail of making the assessment. 
This says that all personal property shall 
be assessed at its fair cash value and that 
credit in the nature of mortgages or obli- 
gations for the payment of money held by 
non-residents in the township shall be taxed 
where the property is situated or where the 
debtor resides. It then incorporated bodily 
in the Anderson bill tie following section. 

“Section 42. Every bridge, express, ferry, 
ground road, gas, insurance, mining, plank 
road, stage, steamboat, street or elevated 
railway, express, turnpike, public warehouse 
company, or transportation company, tele- 
phone and electric light company or asso- 
ciation Incorporated under the general law 
or any special act of the State or which 
shall hereafter become incorporated, ot any 
person or persons, firm, partnership, cor- 
poration or association transacting a similar 
business other than banks organized under 
any general or special law of the State and 
the corporations required to be assessed by 
the assessor as hereinbefore provided, shall, 
on or before the first Monday in June of 
each year, and on or before the same day 
in each year thereafter, make and transmit 
to the Assessor on or before the first Mon- 
day in June, a full and true statement, under 
the oath of the President, Secretary, or 
General Manager of said corporation or 
under the oath of some person or persons 
or some member of the firm, partnership, 
or association so required to be assessed 
under the provisions of this act, of the af- 
fairs of such corporation, person or persons, 
firm, partnership, or association as the same 
existed on the first day of May, 1899, par- 
ticularly specifying.’’ 

Now, these propositions have been agreed 
to in Committee of the Whole, and sooner 
or later will reach the House, where they 
wills make a great fight. Judge Sherman 
submitted a proposition as follows: 

“Said Assessors shall search for and dis- 
cover any personal property in the county, 
and for that purpose they shall cause to 
appear before them at such time and place 
as such Assessors may designate, to be ex- 
amined under oath, which may be adminis- 
tered by said Assessors, and if such persons 
shall refuse to answer any interrogatories 
that may be propounded to them touching 
the discovery of any personal property,or the 
owner thereof, then the Assessors shall 
forthwith report such refusal to the County 
Court, which shall be deemed in continual 
session for that purpose, and the same shall 
be thereupon heard in a summary manner 
and if upon the hearing such person shall 
persist in such refusal, he shall be held liable 
as for a contempt and dealt with as in other 
cases. it is hereby made the duty of the 
State’s Attorney of the county to appear 
and prosecute such contempt in all cases 
arising under the provisions of this act.’’ 
The Sherman proposition, it ts understood, 
will be accepted tomerrow or Tuesday. . .

The Senatorial apportionment bill went 
through the Senate today and was safely 
landed in the Governor's office. It will be 
approved tomorrow. Quite a number of 
speeches were made over the measure, the 
most notable one coming from Senator 
Berry of Hancock. This gentleman in the 
course of his remarks took occasion to dis- 
cuss the constitutionality of the question 
involved. He called attention to the fact 
that the legislative power was the first 
mentioned in the constitution, because it 
makes the law. The executive follows be- 
cause it is its duty to enforce the law. The 
judiciary comes last because it {s its 
province to construe the law and not to 
make it. He then gave several illustrations 
where the Legislature construes its own 
acts and possesses extraordinary powers, 
making the claim that in many instances 
the judiciary will not interfere with such 
matters as are purely of a legislative char- 
acter. Continuing Senator Berry said the 
constitutional provision that the Legislature 
shall every ten years apportion the State, 
was because a party might get into power 
that would refuse to do so, but the consti- 
tution does not say it shall not be done at 
any other time. The use of the word 
“shall’’ in the constitution is in connection 
with the power and election giyen to the 
Legislature, and not a word of limitation, 
otherwise the constitution would use the 
words “shall not’’ as a limitation. Both 
terms are frequently used in the constitu- 
tion. He cited a great many authorities in 
proof of the position that whenever an act 
can be construed and applied to avoid con- 
flict with the constitution and give it the 
force of the law, such construction will.be 
adopted by any court. The courts had no 
right to interfere unless there be a clear 
violation of the constitution’ or a clear 
usurpation of power. He held that the act 
of the Legislature in reapportioning the 
State was clearly within the language of 
the constitution, being a legislative act 
pure and simple.

Senator Littler offered a resolution today 
for a sine die adjournment on the 2ist of 
January. He did it in cold blood simply to 
test the sentiment of the Senate on this 
proposition. Then he made a motion to 
suspend the rules and get immediate con- 
sideration. He was supported by Dresser, 
Edwards, Evans, Hunt, Landrigan, Mc- 
Connell, McKinlay, and Warder—9. It 
might have been adopted were it not for 
the fact that the Republicans in the caucus 
agreed that they would in caucus fix the time 
for the sine die adjournment of this special 
session. As the days roll by the members 
are more and more satisfied that the session 
will accomplish little or nothing aside from 
the apportionment. There is serious doubt 
of any revenue bill, and many people believe 
the Legislature might as well quit and ad- 
journ, for all it will do after this. The 
Littler resolution will come up tomorrow in 
regular order, but will doubtless be shelved.

VAULT COMPANIES OPPOSE IT. 


Representative Sayler’s Bill Is Criti- 


cised by Safety Deposit Managers— 
Doubt Its Constitutionality. 


The safety deposit vault companies of Chi- 
cago look with strong disfavor on the bill 
introduced by Representative Sayler at 
Springfield on Wednesday having for its 
purpose the assessment of personal prop- 
erty stored in safety vaults. The bill pro- 
poses to accomplish this by compelling the 
owners of such vaults to give up to the 
Assessors on the first of May of each year 
the names and addresses of box renters. 

The bill is declared to be inquisitorial in 
its character and the belief is" expressed 
that even had it been included in the Gov- 
ernor’s call it would fail of receiving suffi- 
cient votes to insure its passage. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: 

“Tt is simply too ridiculous to be worth 
serious consideration. It is a cheap bid 
for politica] notoriety and without a redeem- 
ing feature, It is impractical, inquisitorial, 
and strikes at the confidential relations 
which it is the purpose of safety deposit 
vaults to establish between themselves and 
their customers.” 

Cc. H. Newton of the Columbus safety de- 
posit vaults said: 

“T do not believe the Legislature could 
be induced to pass such a measure, which 
seems to me calculated to do much harm 
without accomplishing any good. It strikes 


at the one great reason for the existence ' 


of safety deposit vaults, and that is their 
absolute privacy.” 

The opinion was expressed that the bill, 
if enacted into a law. would not stand the 
constitutional test, the opinion being that 
the State could not constitute the companies 
its agents in the manner and for the purpose

Chicagoans Undertake a Perilous Jour- 
ney Over Snow and Ice—Oth- 
ers to Follow. 


Pight Chicagoans left for the Klondike 
gold fields last night with the intention of 
taking at once at this most perilous season 
of the year the dangerous back-door route, 
which means nearly 1,000 miles over snow 
and ice on snowshoes and sliedges, Four 
others will start tomorrow and join the 
others at HBdmonton, Alberta, Canada, com- 
pleting the dozen prospectors.

They will prospect up to the head- 
waters of the Pelly River, starting with full 
equipments and four horses apiece. The

The men were dressed all alike last night 
in blue cowboy suits, with fur coats and felt 
sombreros. Every member of the party is 
married, but by a previous agreement the 
leavetakings were all made at the men's 
homes.

I think the report is simply in line with 
many other previous ones which have rep- 
resented the two countries just tn the act of 
springing at one another’s throat. It is un- 
questionably the fact that the best of feel- 
ing does not exist, and the people of Sweden 
are far from satisfied with the attitude of 
Norway, but it strikes me as idle talk to 
say there is any danger of hostilities break- 
ing out between the two."’

FIVE MEN ARE INJURED. 


Battle Takes Place at North and 
Sheffield Avenues. 


WORK ON ARMOUR ELEVATOR 


A crowd of striking millwrights and car- 
penters yesterday afternoon attacked fif- 
teen non-union men at Sheffield and North 
avenues and beat them severely. 

In the fight five of the non-union men 
were injtired. They were A. W. Pattison, 
Charles Eyers, 8. F. Evans, Wililam Mc- 
Govern, and H. L. Robertson. All! the in- 
jured men board at 47 North avenue. They 
were struck with clubs and stones and were 
badly cut and bruised, 

Evans was kicked in the jaw and was 
rendered unconscious, His comrades res- 
cued him and he was carried to his board- 
ing place, where he was given medical at- 
tendance. The non-union men were com- 
pelled to flee and were chased to the door 
of their boarding place by the strikers, 
Bricks and stones were hurled at them and 
many were struck by the missiles. 

The trouble arose over the employment of 
non-union men on the Armour elevator on 
Goose Island and because the union scale of 
wages was not paid. J. L. Record of Min- 
neapolis, the contractor, employed about 400 
men. Of these fifty were millwrights and’ 
the rest carpenters, one-third being union 
men. The union men objected to the scale 
of wages and demanded the union seale and 
that none’ but union men be employed. 
The contractor refused the demand, 


Attacked by a Mob. 


On Wednesday morning the carpenters 
struck and all the urfion men walked out, 
but thirty millwrights continued at work. 
Sixteen of the men yesterday went to their 
boarding place and after their meal started 
back to the elevator. At Sheffield avenue 
they found the street and sidewalks lined 
with strikers. A crowd of about sixty men 
then attacked them. Some turned and fled, 
others engaged in a hand-to-hand struggle 
with the strikers. They were kicked, beaten, 
and stoned as they ran. When they reached 
North avenue Evans was struck in the lead 
with a brick. Several of the attacking party 
trampled on the unconscious man before his 
companions could rescue him. 

The men finally managed to reach the 
boarding-house and locked the door. The 
mob dashed up the front stairs and pro- 
ceeded to break in the door when the patrol 
wagon from the North Avenue Station came 
in answer to a riot call. The sight of the 
uniformed men had the effect of suppressing 
the riot and five minutes later there was riot 
a striker to be seen. No arrests were made. 
. The men will resume work today and 
trouble may follow. A guard of police will 
be on hand to protect the non-union men, 


Strike at West Pullman. 


A strike among the men employed in the 
grinding-room of the Whitman & Barnes 
Manufacturing company, West Pullman, led 
the officers of that company yesterday after- 
noon to ask for police protection. A wagon- 
load of patrolmen was sent from the Kens- 
ington Station, but when they arrived there 
was no sign of trouble. A detail was left 
to guard the gates during the night. The 
strikers number thirty-five men. They quit 
work on Wednesday morning because Man- 
ager Stone found fault with a detail of their 
work. A sympathetic strike is talked of 
among the 600 employés of the company if 
the strike is not settled soon. 
_ Stone said last night the trouble would prob- 
ably be adjusted today. ‘% 

L. Dickhart, a walking delegate of the 
Carpenters’ union, was arrested by: the 
South Chicago police yesterday. Dickhart 
tried te induce the men employed on a build- 
ing, 9141 Houston avenue, to quit work. 
Contractor Hanson ordered him to leave, and 
when he refused took him by the arm and 
tried to drag him away. Dickhart there- 
upon, it is said, drew his revolver. A car- 
penter struck the weapon from his hand and 
held him till the police arrived.

CLUB COMES TO LIFE AFTER YEARS 
AND HAS AN OLD-TIME DINNER. 


Discussion of the Need of Revenue Law 
Reform Is Led by BE. H, Morris and 
gE. B. Te » Attermeys For and 
Against South Town Assessor Gun- 
ning—Palmer House the Scene of 
the Revival of the Organization. 
Other Speakers Heard. 


The Sunset club met last evening for the 
first time in nearly three years and enjoyed 
one of those dinners that in days gone by 
made the organisation famous. Two hun- 
dred members gat around twenty tables at 
the Palmer House and cheered lustiily when 
Secretary Howard L, Smith announced that 
the club had awakened from its long slum- 
ber and would once more take its place 
among the social organizations of Chicago. 

“ As the Sunset club has a glorious past, 
so it has a glorious future,’ said Mr. Smith, 
“and this dinner is but the first of @ series 
that will continue until our great, and 
hope our great-great-grandsons wii] be, as 
the newspapers express it, ‘among those 
present.’ In fact, I hope that the Sun 
club will never take another recess, but wi 
continue until time ceases.”’ 

The subject for discussion last evening 
was “ Assessments and Taxation in Chica- 
go," and by odd coincidence Attorney Eid- 
ward H. Morris, who is to defend South 
Town Assessor Gunning, was the principa 
speaker in behalf of the present revenue sys- 
tem, while E. B. Tolman, one of the la 
who will prosecute Gunning, appeared as 
the opponent of the system. 


Roast of Present System. 


In his remarks Mr. Tolman said in sub- 
stance; 

“The present revenue system Is fearfully 
and wonderfully made. Its evils are many, 
its merits few. Under the present law !t has 
been possible in the Town of South Chicago 
to tax property as high as 9% per cent, and 
the doors of justice are cl against the 
citizen who protests that such a rate of tax- 
ation {s adsolute confiscation. The citizen 
has no redress. The average property earns 
from 4 to 6 per cent, but it is possible under 
the law to tax it nearly twice that amount. 
The only remedy the citizen has against un- 


just taxation is to appeal to the Board of 


Review, composed of the Assessor against 
whose assessment he appeals, the Town 
Clerk, who is usually little better than a 
cheap politician; and a Supervisor, who, if 
not dishonest, is at least sure to be outvoted 
by the other two members, The County 
commissioners are unable to afford the de- 
sired relief, and the courts cannot, under the 
law.” é 

As a remedy for the existing evils Mr, Tol- 
man recommended the réform measure re- 
cently sent to Springfield by the Citisens’ 
committee. 


Attorney Morris in Reply.. . 

In replying to Mr. Tolman; Attorney Mor- 
ris said that the present revenue law, while 
not absolutely faultless, was better than 
many similar laws that were in operation 
throughout the country, and that the evils 
of which the people of Chicago were com- 
plaining so loudly were not due to the law 
itself but to the method of its administra- 
tion. 

* The law says it is the duty of the Assessor 
to ascertain the fair cash value of prop- 
erty,’’ said Mr, Morris, *‘ but the rate is not 
fixed by the Assessor. All the Assessor has 
to do with the taxing of property is to as- 
certain the fair cash value. To do that is 
impossible. The fault ts not with the law 
or the Assessor, but with the citizen—the 
so-called honest citizen who hides the value 
of his property, who lies and resorts to all 
manner of subterfuges to escape his just tax- 
ation, 

“I will give you a simple remedy for all 
these evils. First, go to the primaries, do 
your duty as citizens, and help elect honest 
and capable men to office. Secondly, see that 
your own property is fairly and honestly as- 
sessed, and then makeit your business to see 
that your neighbor’s property is assesssed 
likewise. Then, gentlemen, I will promise 
you that at a rate of $2 on every hundred 
dollars’ worth of property the City of Chi- 
cago would have enough money to wipe out 
its debts and pay the expenses of the most 
splendid municipality in the world, and to 
start a bank account besides.”’ 

Sigmund Zeisler and Attorney B. O, Brown 
spoke in opposition. to Mr. Morris’ views, 
while Judge 
spoke in support of Mr. Morris’ conclusions.

SCHOOL STUDIES ON ALCOHOL. 


Steps Taken by/txKe Committee to Com- 
ply with tye Amendment to 
the Law. : 


Stepd| were taken yesterday by the mem- 
bers of the School Management committee 
to prepare a plan by which the Board of 
Education can comply with the amended 
law in reference to instruction jn the study 
of the effects of alcohol on theshuman sys- 
tem. The matter was referred to the Su- 
perintendent of Schools to find a suitable 
text book. The principal provisions of the 
law are that all pupils in the public schools, 
below the second year ‘of the high school 
course and above the third yegr of graded 
schools, ‘shall be required to Wave a text 
book on the subject and receive jnstructions 
for four lessons each week and for ten 
weeks in the school year. Below the third 
grade the children are required to receive 
oral instruction three times a week. Itis 
also provided that no teacher's, certificates 
shall be issued except to those who have 
passed a satisfactory examination in the 
methods of teaching the subject. Failure 
to comply with the law will subject each 
schoo! officer to a fine not exceeding $25. 

Trustees Gross, Frake, and Sherman were 
appointed a committee to report on the ad- 
visability of holding entertainments in the 
public school buildings to walkp an admis- 
sion fee shall be charged.

DIPLOMAT’S VARIED CAREER. 


French Ambassador to Rome Once 
a Condemned Communist—Ro- 
mance in His Life. 


Rome, Jan. 5.—[ExXclusive Cablegram to 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—The appoint- 
ment of M. Camille. Barrere to succeed M. 
Billot as French Ambassador here does not 
excite so much objection as his nomination 
to any other court would have received. 
For so many of the Italian statesmen, both 
past and present, have been engaged in rev- 
vlutionary conspiracies, ex-Premier Crispi 
having distinguished himself in his youth 
by the cleverness with which he manufac- 


‘tured infernal machines and bombs for use 


in assassinating tyrants and reactionary 
government officials, that the people here 
can afford to receive with equanimity a 
French diplomat whose principal claim to 
fame is that he was one of the leaders of the 
Commune insurrection at Paris in 1871, and 
that, as such, he waa sentenced to death 
for the prominent part which he took in the 
destruction of the public buildings in the 
French capital by means of petroleum. 
Photographs are still in existence which 
show him in the gaudy garb of an insurgent 
Colonel or General, and which compare 
somewhat oddly with his present dignified 
appearance as a full fledged Ambassador of 
the French republic. 

He escaped death by fleeing to London, 
where he became a school teacher and then 
a journalist. While acting as correspondent 
for the Manchester Guardian at Constanti- 
nople during the international concress held 
there in 1876, he made the acquaintance of 
Mr. Waddington, the French plenipotén- 
tiary, who was unaware of his antecedents. 
He met him once more at the:.congress at 
Berlin in 1878, where Waddington took such 
a fancy to him that he attached him to his 
staff as secretary, only learning after his 
return to Paris the man’s history. Both 
Mme. Adam and Gambetta then interested 
themselves in Barrere’s behalf. The death 
sentence against him was quietly quashed, 
and he was sent as French delegate to the 
Danish International committee at Galatz, 
with the rank of Secretary of Embassy. 
From there he was transferred as French 
Minister to Egypt, and since. quitting Egypt 
he has been stationed at Berne, from which 
he is now transferred to Rome. 

His wife is the daughter of a once enor- 
mously wealthy Armenian banker at Con- 
stantinople, who, when Barrere was a mere 
newspaper correspondent in 1876, kicked him 
out of doors on his venturing to ask for 
the hand of his daughter. Just at the time 
when Barrere was appointed envoy to Egypt, 
with a salary of $25,000, he heard that the 
banker had been completely ruined, and that 
the family were in a state of destitution. 
Accordingly he hastened to Constantinople, 
where he married the girl, and, heaping 
coals of fire upon the head of the o!4 banker, 
took him, as wel! as bis entire family, with 
him to Cairo, to make their home as his 
guests beneath the hospitable and magnifi- 
cent roof of the French Legation there, and 
his wife’s family have been with him ever 
since. Barrere is the one French diplomat 
who talks English without an accent and 
like a native.

Trenton, N. J., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—A con- 
ference of the friends of former Mayor 
Frank A. Magowan was held last night, and 
later Magowan had a conference with Mrs. 
Barnes-Magowan, his Oklahoma wife. 
Driven by absolute poverty from good hotels 
to those of a cheaper class, and admitted 
there only on sufferance, Magowan, who 
formerly held in his hands the political des- 
tiny of scores of politicians and the fortunes 
of many men, is now broken in spirit. 

At the conference he was told flutly that 
he must expect no help of any kind in the 
future unless he again made his peace with 
Mrs. Magowan and his family and abandoned 
Mrs. Barnes-Magowan. The subject of the 
conference between the former Mayor and 
Mrs. Barnes-Magowan was their final sepa- 
ration. The woman agreed, it is said, that 
they should part forever. 

Magowan at once ieft the Barlow Hotel, 
where he was staying, taking his baggage. 
His son met him, and father and son for the 
first time in a year spent the night together.

FLORIDA PRODUCE IS NOT KILLED. 


Chicago Receivers Say Little Damage 
Has Been Done by Frost. 


The annual frost story is up from Florida, 
telling a tale of damage to fruits and vege- 
tables in the northern and southern central 
portions of the State. It was admitted, however, 
the damage has not approached the severity or de- 
structiveness of the freezes of either 1804 or 
1895. 

The reports did not particularly excite the prod- 
uce receiving trade im this city. Louis Kunze, 
who has the call on a large proportion of the Filor- 
ida early output in the way of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, said: *“*My best information is that the 
damage is too Slight to talk about. It 
could only affect things in the bud, and fruits 
are Way past that stage. Present shipments from 
Darts of the State where the frost was most se- 
vere inclutle tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce, and 
wax beans. I do not imagine there is any cause 
Whatever for alarm.’' 

Produce generally was slow. There. was a fair 
local demand for game, but dairy products moved 
unsatisfactorily. In hutter there was a slightly 
improved call for firsts, the grade just under extras, 
alt ough quotations were unchanged. KLges are 
without special change. The receipts of fresh 
ess continue small and apparently only about 
equal to the demand, as there A no supply on hand.

SOCIETY MAN A BURG 


CIGARETS "CAUSE THE RUIN OF 4 
YOUNG ST. JOESPH LEADER. 


Wealthy and a Man of Leisure and 
Prominent in Social Functions, Cal. 
houn Calkins Is Indicted for Safe 
Blowing and Incendiarism—His At- 
torneys Set Up a Defense of Insani- 
ty Due to Excessive Use of Cigaret« 
~—Jury Declares Him Not Guilty. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 6.—[Spectal. }—Cal- 
houn Calkins, the young society leader, in- 
dicted for burglary and incendiarism, and 
whose friends set up a defense of insanity, 
due to the excessive use of cigarets, was 
this morning declared not guilty by a jury. 

Calkins comes from a well known family 
both in Missouri and Kentucky. Sincc his 
return from Columbia College two years 
since he has devoted little of his time to 
business matters, preferring society, his al- 
lowance permitting him to live at ease: 

Six months ago he was seen by a wate&- 
man to flee from a building which was dite 
covered to be on fire. A safe had been 
robbed. The jurors believe that Calkins is 
of unsound mind, and the verdict was based 
on that theory alone. There was no attempt 
to deny that he had committed the burglary. 
The jury was convinced that the young 
man’s mind had been wrecked by the ex- 
cessive use of cigarets. 

Calkins was on trial two days, and dur- 
ing that time he occupied a chair in the 
Criminal Court room, tly the most 
listless man present. he heard every 
word of the evidence, the arguments of the 
attorneys, and the instructions of the court 
he appeared to pay no attention to them. 

Judge Henry M. Ramey and Thomas F, 
Ryan defended young Calkins and made 
strong appeals for him when they argued 
the case. They appealed to the jurors to 
not take him away from the treatment he 
was receiving at the asylum and send him 
to the penitentiary, where he would be- 
come a mental wreck. Prosecutors Norris 
and Mytton took the view of the case that 
Calkins is not so insane as to not know 
right from wrong, and that mo epravity 
was responsible for his actions instead of 
insanity. Calkins was taken to the asyJum 
today and will be treated there.

W. RAY SMITH IS EXONERATED. | 


Coroner’s Jury Returns a Verdict That 
He Killed Edward W. Hunt in 
Self-Defense. 


W. Ray Smith, who shot and killed Edward 
W. Hunt at Sixty-second street and Wood- 
lawn avenue on Wednesday evening, was ex- 
onerated from all blame at the inquest held 
at Rolston’s undertaking’establishment, 5437 
Lake avenue, yesterday. The Coroner's jury 
decided that the shooting was justifiable and 
done in self-defense. Smith was thereupon 
released from custody and driven to his 
home, 6116 Woodlawn avenue.

Then Smith fired three shots at Hunt, who 
shot once in return and kept running until 
he fell on the lawn at Sixty-second street 
and Kimbark avenue.

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Chicage Bank Loses Its Case. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 6.—A banking decision 
was handed down today by the Minnesota Su- 
preme Court In the suit of the Dearborn National 
of Chicago against the receivers of .the Bank of 
Minnesota of this city for $25,000.

Judges of the Circuit Court held a meeting 
yesterday to select the number of employés 
for the county for the present year. The 
Judges held that the Sheriff is the custodian 
of the building and selected the same num- 
ber of employés for his service as custodian 
as was formerly on the rolls of the County 
board. The applications of the Probate 
Clerk, Circuit Court Clerk, and Criminal 
Court Clerk were refused. The County 
Treasurer was also allowed the-same num- 
ber of men as last year. The Coroner was 
allowed, in addition to his present force, one 
assistant physician. Superior Court Clerk 
Linn was allowed one additional minute 
clerk. The County Clerk was allowed two

ELEVATION ORDINANCE IS DEAD. 


How to get around the decision of Judge 
‘Tuley that all the appropriations mude since 
the annual appropriaticn biil was passed are 
illegal, was the one subject under discussion 
at the City Hall yesterday.’ Finally what 
seemed like a feasible plan was ‘hit upon, 
and if it is decided it will etand ‘egal criti- 
cism an ordinance embodying [ts features 
will be introduced in the Council uext Mon- 
day night. 

This decision of Judge Tuley hits other 
appropriations besides the $150,000 recently 
set apart for extending the electric lighting 
syutem of the city. There was $00,000 ap- 
propriated for the purchase of water pipe, 
$100,000 set apart for street repairs: and other 
smaller suins for other purposes which swell 
the total to $800,000. Unde- the decision the 
money cannot be used for the purpose for 
which it was appropriated, and must go back 
into the general fund. 

. The plan-evolved yesterday is to pass an 
ordinance em.poweririg the Mayor and Con- 
troller, and perhaps the Commissioner of 
Public Works, to go on with the work con- 
‘templated with the appropriation orcinances 
declared invalid by Judge Tuley und draw 
‘the money to pay for it out of the general 
fund. In this manner, it is clain.ed, the 


game end can be reached as if the money~ 


was ready in the different funds among 
' whieh the recent ordinances distributed it. 

No appeal will be taken from Judge Tuley's 
decision. In the first place, no one disputes 
its correctness, and in the second, the an- 
nual appropriation bill will have been passed 
before a decision could be had in uny court 
to which it might be appealed.

Dumb Waiter Brings i he Odds and the 


Results as watanny and Nobody Has 
Any Trouble Placing His Money on 
the Horse of His oice—Alderman 
of the Nineteenth Ward Likely to 

Be Real Angry ‘i en He Returns 

from Memphis.-. , 

The dumb waiter in Powers & O'Brien's 
saloon, 170 Madison stregt, continued to run 
up and dowp yesterdayyafternoon, bringing 
from the unknown regions overhead news 
of the races at New.Orlgans and San Fran- 
eisco, and the crowd sof gamblers that 
thronged the saloon mafie its bets with the 
three men at the tabie¢ in the stall at the 
bottom of the dumb waiter, utterly regard- 
less of the fact that Alderman Powers was 
out of town and would prpbably be real angry 
when he returned. itis well understood thai 
the Alderman does not allow gambling in 
his saloon, yét gambling does go -on there 
in his absence. It is expected that when he 
comes back from his missionary trip to 
Memphis he will take vigorous steps for the 
punishment of the wicked men who make 
his place of legitimate business no better 
than a common poolroom. 

Down in the cellar, too, in Brandi’s beer 
saloon, the race game was going on just the 
same as it was the day before. There was 
no disguise about the matter in either place. 
Any one could make a bet or see it made— 
even a policeman, if there had been one 
around. 

In Smith's poolroom, under’Green’s billiard 
hall in Clark street, 200 men consulted form 
sheets and chese their favorites. Employés 
with cards passed from table to table giving 
the players the entries and betting odds, 
and making a memcrandum of their wagers 
on scratch blocks.. When a race was finished 
it was announced by word of mouth. No 
tickets were issued, and the winners were 
paid quietly by men who elbowed their way 
through the crowd. 

There was also a little business doing in 
the hand book way in Bensinger’s saloon, 
259 Dearborn street. Here the news from 
the tracks came through a side door; brought 
by a young man who communicated it to an- 
other man behind the cigar case. Three 
Central Station detectives wandered into 
the place late in the afternoon, but as soon 
as they entered al! the cards and form sheets 
disappeared into inside pockets, and politics 
became the subject of genera) discussian. 
The detectives remained but a few minutes 
and went away, satisfied, apparently, that 
they had intruded on a Salvation Army 
mission, and the game went on. 

Sixty-three alleged gamblers, arrested at 
basement of 480 State street. 5522 Lake ave- 
nue, 3022 State stréet, 177 North Clark street, 
basement at Clark amd Illinois streets, and 
at 1621 Wabash avenue, appeared in Justice 
Martin’s court yesterday. The hearing was 
set for Jan. 15. 

Slot machine owners who were recently 
indicted will test the constitutionality of the 
law, which declares these machines to be 
gambling devices and prescribing punish- 
ment for those who own or é6perate them. 
Today a number~of the saloonkeepers in- 
dicted last Saturday will be arraigned before 
Judge Waterman. A number of the men are 
expected to enter pleas of guilty. L. W. 
Schaefer, 3958 State street, and others will 
probably take an appeal to the Appellate 
Court for the purpose of testing the law. 
Slot machines are operated principally in

NO WRIT FOR BOARD 


Ruling of Appellate Court , 


Favors Assessor Gunning. 


DECISION IS REVERSED. 


Holds J udge Payne Erred in Is- 
suing a Mandamus. 


WINDES GIVES THE REASONS. 


The Appellate Court yesterday reversed 
the order of Judge Payne granting a writ 
of mandamus compelling South Town As- 
sessor Gunning. to produce his books for 
the inspection of the South Town Board of 
Review. This suit was the first of the series 
against the Assessor growing out of his re- 
fusal to’ produce his books. The Board of 
Review consists of Supervisor Sheahan, 
Clerk Barnett, and Assessor Gunning, and it 
was to prevent the inspection of his books 
by the board that Gunning, it was charged, 
adjourned its meeting “ sine die.” 

Judge Wjndes, for the court, said the peti- 
tioner wag not entitled to the writ because 
the Board of Review had adjourned “ sine 
die’ before the filing of the petition, and 
it did not appear that any future meeting 
would be held at which Gunning could pro- 
duce his books. The court said further: 

“ The Board of Review is a creature of the 
statute. There is no provision of the statute 
which has been called to our attention, or 
which we have been able to discover, mak- 
ing it incumbent on the Assessor to produce 
his books before the board. On the con- 
trary, the statute provides that he shall on 
or before July 1 of the year for which the 
assessment is made, béing on the very day 
en which Gunning was served with process, 
return his assessment books to the County 


Clerk. 


‘Could Not Legally Obey Order. 


“ Whatever might have been his duty when 
the board was in session, prior to July 1, or 
on that day he could not comply with his 
statutory duty to return the books to the 


County Clerk on that day, and also twelve | 


days thereafter, as directed by the order, 
awarding the writ of mandamus, produce 
the books before the Board of Review.” 

Judge Windes says that what the power 
of the court would be if the proceeding was 
ofie to compel Gunning to meet with Sheahan 
and Barnett to perform their duties as mem- 
bers of the board in the consideration of the 
complaints filed by property-owners would 
be a very different question. 

A. 5. Trude said that the decision of the 
Appellate Court would have no effect on the 
indictments pending in the Criminal Court, 
for the reason that those indictments clearly 
charge an offense under the haw, while the 
mandamus proceedings sought to compel 
Gunning to produce his books before a 
board which had adjourned “ sine die.”” A 
compliance with the order of the court would 
therefore be impossible. If the proceeding 
had been one to compel Gunning to meet 
with his two brother officials in the board 
to’ perform their duties in considering the 
complaints flled, a different question would 
have arisen, and, as intimated in the con- 
cluding part of the decision of Judge Windes, 
a. writ of mandamus would have issued com- 
pelling Gunning to perform his duty. 


Attorney Tolman’s Views. 


Attorney E. B. Tolman, who has been en- 
gaged in the litigation against Assessor Gun- 
ning, in his efforts to prevent the examina- 
tion of his books, said the case passed upon 
was not as valuable as the mandamus suit 
now pending in the Appellate Court, in 
which it was sought to compel the Assessor 
to sit with the Town board and assist in the 
examination-of his books. 

“This first case,’’ said Attorney Tolman, 
“‘involves a matter that is past. The man- 
damus could not lie, as the court finds, be- 
cause the board adjourned sine die before 
the time for the Assessor to turn in his books 
to the County Clerk.”’ 

State’s Attorney Deneen’s views were in 
harmony with those of Attorney Trude. He 
said the decision handed down would not 
affect the criminal prosecution. 

Mr. Gunning is in Memphis with the Cook 
County Democracy, and when the decision 
became known his attorney, Edward H. 
Morris, sent him a telegram apprising him 
of the result. 

Attorney Morris, in discussing the decision 
of the court, said: 

‘“‘T have expected such a decision ever 
since I appealed from Judge Payne's ruling. 
Therefore I can scarcely term it a victory. 
The decision ts in accord with my inter- 
pretation of the revenue law, and in fact 
with that of every member of the bar with 
whom I have discussed the case. 

“This is, I believe, the first Instance ih 
which such a question has arisen, and I am 
happy that the Appellate Court has sus- 
tained Mr. Gunning. As for Judge Payne's 
ruling in the matter, it is not my place to 
comment. Mr. Gunning, I believe, would 
not say any more.’ 


TIED TO A POST AND LASHED. 


Fred Owen Tells Judge Jones How He 
Was Treated by His Brother 
Herbert. 


A 13-year-old boy, Fred Owen, 2125 Jack- 
son boulevard, 
County Court at the Detention Hospital 
yesterday morning how his brother, Her- 
bert Owen, had tied him to a post and 
lashed him with a leather strap. 

Young Owen, so his brother claims, has 
been unmanageable for some time. They 
wanted him sent to the Glenwood institu- 
tion, but the boy had been held at the De- 
tention Hospital for a week on petition of 
William H. Dunn of 2018 West. Adams 
street. 

Young Owen had fallen in with a crowd of 
toughs near his home, who led him into 
bad paths. -Last year he went to school 
until the teacher complained that she had 
found he was stealing percils. He then ran 
away and refused to attend school again. 
When he was sent to stores on errands he 
would keep the money and stay away from 
home for days together, sleeping under 
sidewalks or on the prairies in the neigh- 
borhood of the parks. 

Several weeks ago his brother Herbert 
says he began to miss money from his 
clothes and the thefts were traced to Fred. 
Herbert admits he whipped Fred until the 
boy escaped from him. Herbert caught 
him and brought him back. This time he 
tied a rope about his wrist and the other 
end to a post. 

After the beating had ended young Owen 
ran away, and that evening he appeared at 
the home of Dunn. The next day Dunn 
asked the Humane Society.to prosecute. 
President Shortall had the case investigated 
and decided that the brother had. done 
nothing to deserve progecution. He did not 
attempt to excuse the whipping, however. 

The boy was committed to the Glenwood 
institution.
